ably exceoded this ratio. Tho suits of armour 
must have—with scarce an exception—belonged 
to men of noble family, and their height dosa not 
exceed an average of from five foot six to seven, 
while the height of the aristocracy. of the present 


time would average frivn two to three inches |. 


above this. Certainly ‘the weapons wielded in 
the Middle Ages would speedily fatigue an or- 
dinary Englishman, but thisis simply a queation 
of practice from early boyhood.
